e and elsewhere—that the Directors did not wait, as 
in some former cases, till the mischief was done—that they 
have used timely precaution, and that they must be prepared 
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to suffer the usual penalty of those who preserve the unwary 





fromdanger—they must expect to be told that the danger 
was imaginary and chimerical. 

The rule which has evidently guided the Bank, both in 
raising the rate and in lowering it, is that of conforming as 
perfectly as possible to the natural value of capital. The 
course of the Directors was plain and simple. They had 
to consider their present liabilities, their present reserve, 
the probable future demands on the latter, and then, as 
prudent men, make their decision. Like men of business, 
they were to estimate both their existing resources and the 
impending demands on them, and take the responsibility of 
doing what they thought best. In the present case, we believe 
they will be rewarded by the approbation—we might say by 
the gratitude—of the most prudent traders and bankers in 
the country. 


The figures of the last Bank return prove that this poliey 
has been sufficiently effectual to be no longer necessary :—

showing an increase of two millions in the reserve, and of 
more than one million in the bullion. 


What, then, are we to say of the future? Are we to look 
for cheap money soon, for progressive reductions in the rate 
of interest following rapidly one upon another? Some per- 
sons who are guided perhaps rather by precedent than by 
principle, imagine that we shall. They say, ‘ After 1847 and 
¢ 1859, the only oceasions when the Bank rate had risen to 
‘ similar points, those rates fell very rapidly indeed. Why, 
‘ then, may we not expect the same now?” The answer is, 
that the circumstances are different now from what they were 
on either of those occasions. [In 1847 and 1859 we had a 
panic, and we have had no such calamity now. The effect of 
a panic is well understood. After a period of great activity, 
terror, always hitherto caused by the low state of the Bank 
reserve, paralyses transactions. There is a collapse: trade 
is at a stand: no ome does anything: capital is plenti- 
ful, and consequently cheap. The rate of interest which 
has always been very high just before the panic, in 
consequence of its inevitable effects declines rapidly 
to a very low point. But we have had no collapse 
now—no period of terror—no instantaneous cessation of 
business. We have not even expected any thing of the kind, 
As this powerful cause has not been in operation, we 
must not expect to experience its effects. It is true that 
trade is not nearly as active as it was; that the enhanced 
searcity of capital and consequent high value of money has 
had a depressing effect which is not likely to pass away; 
that the state of America is as serious as it is possible: for * 
it to be—far more serious than even we anticipated, and 
that this tends and must tend to check business in many 
quarters. It is true that this slackaess of employment in- 
evitably tends to depress the value of money; but itis a 
slow, chronic, and not invincible cause. It tends to re- 
duce the rate of interest silently and imperceptibly; but 
it takes time for its operation. It is not to be compared to 
the sudden irresistible efficacy of a panic and a collapse. 


There are, we must not forget, great causes in operation 
which have raised the value of capital to its present high 
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point, and which will tend to keep it there. We have im- 
ported large quantities of many commodities :—

showing an augmentation of more than 17 millions in the 
import of these articles only. 

It is idle to suppose that this immense investment will 
not produce a great effect on the money market for a con- 
siderable period. 

It is to be remembered, too, that we shall have no supplies 
of gold from America for some time. Even if it should 
appear that the drain of gold to America is stopped, it seems 
clear she will send us none. A country in confusion has a 
curiously absorbing power over the precious metals. Paper 
currency at such times, if not in discredit, is at least not 
specially and remarkably favoured. Every one in the vague 
view of impending calamities hoards a little money, and he 
will hoard, where he can, in specie, for reasons which are 
obvious, and which need not be explained. How far America 
will exemplify this tendency, we cannot say beforehand, but 
she is certain todo so to some extent. It is from another form 
of the same secret influence that the banks throughout the 
Union are “keeping strong.” They do not know what may 
be coming, but they are endeavouring to be prepared if they 
can. It is, therefore, probable that the usual importations of 
bullion from the United States, which amounted 
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Itie, therefore, we think, unlikely that money will very 
repidly fall in value. We are far from presuming to pro- 
plesy in a matter so complicated and so difficult, but still 
the reason we have given seems to us tu warrant considerable 
confidence in the conclusion we have drawn. 

It is true that the example of the Bank of France may be 
quoted against us, for the managers have rapidly lowered 
the rate of interest from 7, first to 6, and again to 5. But 
it is very dubious whether the Bank of France are acting 
wisely. They were very slow in raising the rate of interest ; 
when they did so, the effect was instantaneous and imme- 
diate ; but it is possible that the same powerful influences 
which made them so unwilling to take the right course may 
now be exerted to prevent their adhering to it. It is possible 
that the financial necessities of the Government may have 
had some influence as well as considerations of pure bank- 
ing. But, be this as it may, the causes which we have 
enumerated are of a nature to cperate more powerfully in 
England than in France, or in any other country upon the 
Continent; and it is from the operation of these that we are 
inclined to expect a continuance of a high value of money 
in Lombard street for a considerable period. 


AMERICAN AFFAIRS. 


TE inaugural speech of the Republican President, cautiously 
worded as it was, seemed at first to be generally construed 
to mean coercion and civil war. The later accounts from 
Washington, however, by no means seem to support this 
conclusion, On a very careful perusal and analysis, it seems 
to reserve the right of the United States to use compulsion 
if it should prove that a policy of gentle compulsion would 
end in a peaceful solution, but otherwise to indicate an in- 
tention of waiving it. Thisis the view taken of the inaugural 
address by President Lincoln’s old rival, Senator Douglas, 
of Illinois, who has given his cordial support to the Adminis- 
tration under existing cireumstances, and expressed his belief 
that the speech does not threaten coercion. In the face of 
it, North Carolina has decided against holding a Convention, 
and it is stated that had she decided in favour of a Con- 
vention, the deputies elected were two to one in favour 
of Union. The Virginia Convention, closely canvassed, 
appears to yield a certain majority in favour of Union, though 
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no vote has yet taken place. Very strong Unionist speeches 

have been made in the Virginia Convention,—and the right 
of the President even to coerce the seceders 80 far as he can 
effectually do so has been openly maintained there. Arkan 
the most Southerly of the non-seceded States, has elected 
Unionist officers in her Convention,—and as far as we read 
the signs of the times, we should say that the feeling againgt 
secession is increasing decidedly among all the Northern 
Slave States,—ail, indeed, except the actually seceded Gulf 
States. 

But it will require the greatest prudence on the part of the 
Administration if it is to keep the Northern Slave States 
in the Union,—as it evidently desires and intends to 
do, The extreme Republican and Anti-slavery party are 
already denouncing Mr Lincoln’s Administration for this 
desire’ and intention. It is their wish,—and we are 
far from saying it might not be the wisest policy of the 
North,—to seize the present occasion for wiping out the 
blot of slavery altogether, and founding a Union that should 
be devoted wholly to the interests of political freedom. Nor 
coald we regret the result. But it must be remembered that 
there are higher interests at stake than any merely ambitions

The first enterprise of the Southern Federation, once fairly 


afloat, would be a war with Mexico for the spread of slavery 
Southward. This would be the greatest calamity that the 
anti-slavery cause had yet suffered,--and could not butend in 
the renewal of the Slave Trade between Africa and the South, 
It may well be argued, then, by the Republican leaders, 
that to restore the Union—if that were still possible without 
ignominious eompromise—or, if that be hopeless, to keep in 
the Northern Union an overwhelming superiority of force, s0 
as to exercise a powerful check on Southern ambition, isa 
policy worthy some temporary sacrifice. 

And it is certain that if the stream of secession could now 
be effectually checked, and the remaining States secured to 
the North, the Southern Confederation would be, compa- 
Tatively speaking, weak, poor, and helpless ; not so ropulous 
as Piedmont before its recent accessions of territory,—contain- ||’ 
ing less than 5,000,000 inhabitants altogether, and nearly half 
of these, slaves. The revenue of the seven Guif States in the 
year preceding secession was not, from all sources and for all 
purposes, including school revenues, so much as 2,000,000/, and 
we all know how little in the way ofan effective standing army 
—to say nothing of an army of 50,000 men, for which the 
Southern Confederation, it is reported, has passed a Bill—can 
be done with such a revenue as that,—including, as it does, 
land sales, which cannot be a permanent, and are never a safe 
source of revenue in depressed times. On the other hand, the 
two Northern tiers of Slave States—namely, North Carolina, 
Tennessee, and Arkansas, which would border the Southern 
Confederation, and Virginia, Kentucky, and Missouri, which 
would border the Free States, without counting Maryland 
and Delaware, have together a population of above 6,500,000, 
of whom barely 1,500,000 are slaves, so that they are 
clearly not unlikely to modify their institutions in the di- 
rection of the Northern wishes, if the Union could be 
retained or confirmed. Of these, the two States in 
which by far the greatest proportion of slaves to total 
population is found, are Virginia and North Carolina, where 
the proportion is about one in three, But of these, Virginia, 
being a border State, and having a worked-out soil, is never 
likely to join the South, if she refrain now. But if all these 
States can be retained, the North woold nct lose a sixth 
part of its total population, and not a ninth part 
of its free population by the secession, and would, if goverued 
by a strong Administration, be able as an external power 
to check far more effectually the ambitious and aggressive 
designs of the small Southern Confederation, than they have 
ever been able to do hitherto with a divided Representative 
Chamber and thoroughly Southern Senates and Executives. 

We think, therefore, that it is worth Mr Lincoln’s while,— 
even in the interests of the great cause which the Republican 
party has.adopted,—to retain the remaining Slave States in 
the Union, if he can do so without any sacrifice of principle 
to the South.

LORD PALMERSTON’S POLITICAL ETHICS. 
Lorp Patmerston has twice within the week had to reply 
to an attack upon his political ethics; in neither case has 
he been wholly successful, and in one case very much the 
reverse. With all his high qualities, his political morality 
is not of the most scrupulous kind. He is a utilitarian, and 
like most statesmen who have been acédimatised to the atmo- 
sphere of the joint responsibilities of a rather miscellaneous 
Cabinet, his treatment of all questions hinging on individual 
responsibility is, to say the least, free. 

For the mutilation of the Affghan despatches of Sir 
Alexander Burnes, discussed on Tuesday night, there is no 
evidence that he was personally responsible. But he at all 
events assumes the duty ofdefending the course taken, The 
charges which have been made in the matter appear to us 
highly extravagant. It would be absurd to maintain that 
the Ministers are beund to produce to Parliament evidence 
of all the controversies which may have taken place between the 
Government and its subordinates, whenever it produces papers 
on any particular subject. The object being simply to show 
to Parliament the grounds on which the Government have 
acted, no doubt it must often be necessary to omit largely. 
But the omissions from the published despatches of Sir 
Alexander Burnes appear to be something more than omis- 
sions. Important omissions are made often without any 
notice of a hiatus, and it is admitted on all sides that the 
context is frequently so much changed as to convey the dis- 
tinct impression that Sir A. Bornes had strongly reecom- 
mended the policy against which he was strongly protesting. 
This cannot be justifiable. When passages of moment are 
omitted, some indication that there are such omissions ought 
always to be given. If this had been done in the case of 
Sir Alexander Burnes, and it had been evident on the face 
of the documents published that they did not profess to re- 
a the drift of the despatches, no fault could be found. 

ut there is no excuse for publishing extracts which really 
reverse the impression that the originals would produce, 
without any intimation of their true character. 

Lord Palmerston treats the whole thing as a matter of 
expediency. He says it was only necessary to know the 
grounds on which the Government of India acted, and that 
Sir A. Burnes's views were unimportant. Grant it; still, 
however unimportant, it was not justifiable to give Parlia- 
ment the impression that the agent on the spot held views 
strongly supporting the Government when he held strongly 
opposed views. It was not the bounden duty of the Govern- 
ment to give his view at all. But it was their duty not to mis- 
give it. It was not fair to Parliament, because, rightly or 
wrongly, the members would be practically misled, and 
more or less be biassed by the views of the agent resident at 
Cabul. It was not fair to Sir A. Burnes, because, however 
unnecessary to represent his view at all, it was a duty to 
avoid misrepresenting him. And it would have been ex- 
ceedingly easy to effect this, by giving confessedly as mere 
fragments, passages which when placed in close context 
carry the false effect of a continuous argument. However 


little the Government may have wished to misrepresent Sir 
A. Burnes, that they must have /oreseen this result from the 
frequent omission (without any notice given) of considerable 
passages, every one seems to admit. 

The other question to which we referred is a matter of the day, 
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Those who really wish to see the character of the Ministry 
of this country raised above all suspicion of subserviency to 
unavowed side-influences, ought not to rest satisfied with 
Lord Palmerston’s explanation on Friday week of his course 
in the matter of Mr Turnbull's appointment. We should 
not revert to the subject had it turned out that Mr Tarnbulj 
put himself out of Court by a spontaneous resignation, Jt 
was in that case open to Lord Palmerston to say, what he 
did say to Professor Pearson and the deputation, that the 
appointment was one the responsibitity of which lay with Sir 
John Romilly and not with himself,—that viewing it in 
in that light, he had felt that uo interference on his part wag 
justifiable unless specific proof of Mr Turnbull’s incompetenee 
for his duties could be produced,—that only after his . 
nation had been tendered and accepted by Sir John Romilly 
did it become him to consider the question of the fitness or 
unfitness of reappointing the same man, and that then first he 
had determined that a reappointment of one whose fanatical 
temper had aroused distrust in an important body of men, 
did not seem to him advisable. This was tenable ground, 
though we should prefer to see a Prime Minister defer legs 
to public opinion in such a matter, and be guided more by 
his own conscientious judgment on the question whether or 
not a more competent public servant could really be found, 
But still if Lord Palmerston chooses to say that to command the 
confidence of the Protestant Alliance and its constituents is 
one of the most important of the positive qualifications of 
any officer who has to deal with public documents, we can 
only express our dissent from such a conclusion with sincere 
respect to those who hold it. It is one of these points on 
which, as Dr Johnson said of a still more disputable matter, 
“perhaps no man shall ever know” the correct view, or 
whether there be a correct view. 


But Lord Palmerston, after defining this ground in the 
clearest manner in his interview with Professor Pearson and 
the other supporters of Mr Turnbull, has since entirely 
changed it; and the change unfortunately appears to be due 
to the appearance of a new element in the discussion, It 
was stated in the House of Lords that Lord Palmerston had }: 
not left everything to the responsibility of Sir John Romilly 
until, by the resignation of Mr Turnbull, the question ofa 
virtual reappointment came before the Treasury. On the 
contrary, it was said that he had distinctly intimated to Sir 
John Romilly not only his own private regret that the ap- 
pointment had been made, but his intention not to defend it, 
if it should be attacked in the House of Commons. Lord 
Grey, in a very temperate speech, said that if this were 
true, he could not acquit Lord Palmerston of fault in the| 
matter. And Lord Palmerston confessed in the House Com- | 
mons on Friday week that this was true. How, then, does 
the matter now stand? Was Mr Turnbull’s resignation in 
any true sense voluntary? Was it not in fact brought about, 
not by the outery of public opinion, but by the act of the Prime 
Minister? Lord Palmerston says that Mr Turnbull acted 
like an honourable man in resigning directly he found that he 
did not command the confidence of an important part of the 
opinion of the kingdom. But that was not Mr Turnbull's 
reason for resigning. He would have thought it his daty to 
challenge that public opinion,—and to prove his own strict 
honour in dealing with public documents, had not a different 
consideration been presented tohim. He found that Sir Joba | 
Romilly was to bear the brunt of all the opposition raised 
against him, and that Lord Palmerston had distinctly warned 
Sir Joho Romilly that, differing from him in judgment as he 
did, he cculd not defend the appointment in the House. 

Now this was quite a new phase of the matter for Mr 
Turnbull as “ an honourable man ;” and bad Lord Palmerston 
acted in the spirit of his reply to the deputation, he would 
clearly have taken a very different course. He would have 
declined to enter into the merits of the appointment at all, 
either with the Protestant Alliance or the House of Commons. 
He would have said, ‘ The matter rests not with me, bat with 
‘the Master of the Rolls. I have perfect confidence in Sir 
‘ John Romilly’s conscientiousness and integrity, and 1 am 
‘not called upon to investigate his appointments. Unless 
‘you can produce proofs of Mr Turnbull’s neglect of his 
‘duties, I must decline to enter farther into the matter. 
Had he done this, every one knows that the opposition would 
have been crushed in an evening's parliamentary conversation. 
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eee ec mr nme, . 
That the real line pursued by Lord Palmerston was not 
tly fair and candid, no impartial mind can dispute. He 
sdmits that there was no just reason for removing Mr 
Turnbull; but at the same time asserts that as he had 
his own free will resigned, the question of a virtual 
intment should be governed by a totally different 
cass of considerations. It then appears that he had, in 
fact, himself led to that resignation,—not directly indeed,— 
but bya course that in the case of any sensitively honourable 
man could not but result in a resignation ;—namely, by 
ivately intimating to Sir John Romilly that he must 
nd his own appointee without any aid from him. Lord 
Palmerston asked the House if it was fair to expect him to 
defend an appointment which he honestly thought injudicious. 
We reply in his own words, that he was not responsible for 
the appointment, and had no occasion to consider and still 
less to avow his opinion, as to its judiciousness, or injudi- 
eiousness, unless proof were brought of injury to the public 
service. His duty was to have confidence in Sir John 
Romilly, and to leave Sir John Romilly to continue or with- 
draw his confidence in Mr Turnbull as he saw fit. 


As we condemned Mr Turnbull for resigning under the 
pressure of the Protestant Alliance, we must now distinctly 
express our conviction that he was not guilty of that 
cowardice,—and that he does not: therefore merit Lord 
Palmerston’s praise for acting so promptly on the hint of a 
hostile public opinion. He resigned out of personal 
deference to his patron when that patron was virtually 
disowned by the Prime Minister. In so doing he acted well. 
But we cannot but think Lord Palmerston’s conduct worthy 
of serious blame in giving Mr Turnbull such a reason for 
resigning. , 


THE WORKING OF THE AMERICAN TARIFF.

market for grain or cotton, so long we shall certainly buy 
it there. But if all our imports are to be really excluded 
from the Northern Union, how long will it be the cheapest 
market for grain? Prohibition, if it is practically enforced 
to any great extent, will prevent us from paying for Ame- 
rican products with English products, But the grain being 
cheaper than we can get it elsewhere, we shall be obliged 
to send bullion to purchase it with. The result of this 
course would be that the United States markets would. in 


United States were no longer the cheapest market, we should, 
of course, cease to buy it. 


in the North-Western States especially, are so infinitely 
superior to any facilities for manufacture or other industry, 
that the great Prairie States would go on producing grain 
even after the prices had risen, and would lower their prices 
to the level at which England would again become a buyer. 
No doubt that might be the case; and so far the only work- 
ing of the tariff would be that the Western farmers would 
lose the difference in diminished profits. The grain would 
not be dearer than before, but all other commodities in the 
Union would be dearer in consequence of the general rise 
of prices, and consequently the farmer would be poorer than 

fore. But even so, a time must come when by the constant in- 
flux of gold other prices would be too high to allow the farmer 
to sell his grain to us at the rate at which alone England 
could afford to take it, and then our custom must cease. 
Of course, long before this, the North-West would, we hope, 
rebel against a tariff so foolish and iniquitous. But it 
is strictly and scientifically certain, that by prohibiting the 
import of manufactured goods, the United States must, in 
the end deprive their own agricultural population of the 
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'in order that the burden may fall on other backs. 
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magnificent facilities for a grain-exporting country whieh 
they now possess. The natural facilities would remain, 
but the prices of all commodities would rise so high, that 
the farmer could not afford to sell at prices that would 
tempt an external buyer, and so he would be limited to pro- 
ducing for the consumption of the tariff-bound States alone. 


THE IRREMOVEABLE POOR. 
Mr Vittiers has prepared and brought in a Bill “to amend 
“‘the laws regarding the removal of the poor and the contribu- 
“ tions of parishes to the Common Fund of Unions,” which in 
its main outline at least is a very important step in the right 
direction. The great obstacle in the way of the discussion 
of these somewhat technical subjects by the public journals, 
is this, that of the millions who pay poor rates, so very small 
a proportion in the least understand or care to understand the 
principle on which they are assessed, and its actual ope- 
ration on the interests of the poorer classes. Yet not 
only do the Poor Laws affect very materially the interests 
ofall paupers and all who are in any danger of becoming 


paupers, but in their present form they are amongst the 
most formidable obstacles to the general improvement in the 
condition of the working classes,—more especially of agricul- 
tural labourers. We refer mainly to the inducement 
which the present law holds out to large landed proprietors 
to resist the building of residences suitable for the labouring 
classes within their own parishes,—to keep at arm’s length 
those who are ever likely to become chargeable to the country,

The present state of the law is as follows. A poor man 
can obtain a “settlement” on a parish in various ways,— 
through his parents, by paying poor’s rates himself, by 
marriage, and in other ways, Once “ settled” on a parish, 
he is chargeable on that parish and nowhere else, unless he 
gets a new settlement. But as this law gave rise to a very 
oppressive system of removing paupers from parishes where 
they had long resided and were well known, to parishes they 
might never have visited since their childhood, a new law 
was passed in 1847, making a poor man “ irremoveable” who 
had resided for five years in any one parish. He does not gain 
a settlement there, but unless he change his residence to ano- 
ther parish, he cannot be removed to the last parish where he

cost of the relief of these “irremoveable” poor is charged 
not on the parish, but on the Union of which it forms 
a part; while the cost of relieving the ‘‘settled” poor 
is charged on the individual parish. But then 
comes the anomaly that each parish in any Union contributes 
to the common fund of the Union out of which these “ irre- 
“ moveable poor” are supported, not in proportion to its own 
wealth and resources, nor in proportion to the number of 
resident irremoveable poor in it, but in proportion to the 
average number of settled poor it has had for the previous 
three years; so that if parish No. 1 (say, very small and poor) 
has had 100 poor “ settled” in it for three years, but no “ irre- 
“ moveable poor” resident in it, and parish No. 2 (say, large 
and wealthy) has also had 100 poor “settled” in it for the 
last three years, but ],000 irremoveable poor resident in it 
besides, the two parishes will contribute equally to the 
“ common fund” of the Union, and will give equal sums 
towards the support of these 1,000 irremoveable poor. Hence 
it is obvious that every parish has a double. motive for 
evading, so far as it can by excluding the houses of the 
labouring classes altogether, the present poor. law ; 
since it not only becomes liable to maintain its 
own “ settled” poor by admitting them, but .to .contribute 
large and disproportionate shares towards maintaining 
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the “irremoveable” resident paupers of other parishes in the 
same Union. It escapes both liabilities alike, at present, by 
keeping the residences of the poor out of its limits altogether. 
The consequence is that there are numbers of close parishes 
where the landlords will not allow cottages for labourers to 
be built at all,—or in no kind of proportivn to their wants,— 
so that they may have to walk five or six miles a day to 
their work, aod even then frequently be obliged to pay ex- 
orbitant rents to some speculative builder who has obtained 
a small piece of ground at the nearest point to any such ex- 
clusive parish, and covered it with unhealthy and inconve- 
nient cottages. It is, we need not say, a disgraceful and 
pitiable condition of things, when great landed proprietors, 
instead of devoting their energies to the due discharge of 
their trust as the natural protectors and friends of their 
own labourers, are scheming how, at the expense of the 
comfort and even health of their labourers, they may secure the 
exemption of their estates from the onerous taxes by which 
the poor are supported in time of want. We say it is a dis- 
graceful and pitiable condition of things; but not the less 
are we bound to remedy any injustice which gives a real 
excuse to such landlords for their selfish and heartless 
proceedings. 

Mr Villiers’ Bill proposes a considerable improvement on 
the present system. In the first place, it shortens the time 
within which residence secures a poor man from “ removal ” 
from five to three years. In the second place, it permits a 
man to gain the status of “irremoveability”’ by residence 
anywhere within the Union, instead of in a given parisb,— 
so that, though he may have changed his parish, if he has 
not moved out of the Union within the last three years, he is 
‘“‘irremoveable.” These measures, of course, simply tend to 
increase the number of “‘irremoveabie poor” by renderiog 
it easier to satisfy the conditions,—to increase the number of 
“‘irremoveable poor” chargeable on Unions, and diminish 
the number of “settled poor” chargeable on parishes. 

But this would barely diminish—nay, it might increase 
the injustice, did not the Bill go one step further. It pro- 
poses to change the system by which the contributions 
to the “common fund” of the Union is fixed. Instead of 
making each parish contribute to the Union fund in pro- 
portion to its own average number of “ settled pour,” it 
propeses to enact that each parish shall contribuie in pro- 
portion to the “ rateable value of the lands, tenements, &c., 
“in such parishes respectively, assessable by the laws in 
“ force for the time being to the relief of the poor, whether 
“ the lands, tenements, &c., be actually rated or not.” In 
other words, the parish is to contribute for the future to the 
common Union fund out of which the “ irremoveable poor” 
are to be maintained in proportion to its annual wealth, 
whether it have settled poor of its own or not. This provi- 
sion, if carried, must clearly do away in great measure with 
the selfish inducement to the landowner to exclude poor people 
from his parish. At least he will no longer escape in that 
way his hability to contribute to the maintenance of those 
poor who have acquired a right to be supported by length of 
resigence. And, under the proposed Bill, this wiil be pro- 
bably the most important class of paupers. All that land- 
lords could evade, after the passing of this Act, will be the 
cost of supporting any “ settled poor” in their own parish, 
—and this is frequently far the least formidable element in 
& poor'’s rate. 

We trust the Bill will pass. We know it is not by merely 
diminishing the motive to selfishness that a great reform can 
be introduced into the habits of a class like that of the landed 
proprietors in “close” parishes. But it is something to 
take away from them the excuse of an obvious injustice. 
For the rest, we must trust to their own feeling of the grave 
responsibility entailed on the landowner by virtue of his 
position. If he cannot see that it is his duty to lighten the 
burden of life as far as he can to labourers who labour on 
his estate,-—to do what in him lies to provide them wholesome 
and decent dwellings within easy reach of their work, even 
though he may lose something in rents in consequence 
through the burden of the poor’s rate,—it is hopeless to con- 
vince him by argument. If this Bill, which will remove or 
lessen his right to compiain, should pass,—we must trust 
the rest to the daily increasing pressure of social opinion 
on those in high station who neglect, for selfish ends, the 
palpable duties of their posts.

AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES. 


For some time past the questions relating to the management and 
conduct, the advantages and abuses of agricultural societies, have 
received at the hands of the farming classes very practical tregt. 
ment. The general tendency has been to recommend the amalga 
mation of small local societies into county societies, or into societies 
embracing even wider areas. Thus, at the Oxford Farmers’ Club, 
which is itself the result of the amalgamation of several societies || 
Mr Cother proposed that still further junctions should be sought, 
so as to form a great Midland Counties’ Agricultural Association 
That such large associations can alone be permanently sustained 
as effective exhibitions for live stock we have always asserted, and 
experience completely verities that view. Mr Cother, the; 

as an eminent breeder of Cotswold sheep, as well as a Shorthorn 
breeder, very naturally advocates large areas for associations 
formed to promote agricultural enterprise. Small societies either 
produce only very inferior live stock at their shows, or, if some 
first-rate breeders happen to live in the localities, the shows consist 
of little more than selections from the great breeders’ 
against which ordinary farmers are reluctant to compete. For 
stock show, therefore, the point seems to be virtually decided in 
favour of county or still larger agricultural societies. But there 
seems to be still an opinion amongst farmers that for ploughi 
matches, for showing farms, or root or green crops, and for exciti 
emulation amongst various classes of eaten labourers in the 
performance of their duties, local societies, comprising only small 
areas, are most likely to be useful. We throw out of the matter 
all consideration for such local societies as, under the disguise of 
agricultural associations, form only local rallying points for political 
squires and party influence. Such so-called agricultural societies 
have almost died off, and no farmér thinks of them otherwise than 
as nuisances. Such local societies as yet subsist are turned bona 
fide to the purposes of practical agriculture. The great difficulty 
is to kéep up a small agricultural society, for even where they 
have monthly meetings and discussions, the interest excited scarcely 
suffices to attract a large attendance, and without a full attendance 
—to say nothing of the scanty pecuniary resources it implies—no 
such society can flourish. 

We have not seen this subject better handled than it was lately 
at the Over (Cheshire) Agricultural Society, where Mr Richard 
Dutton read a paper on “ Agricultural Societies ; their Advantages 
and Abuses, with some Suggestions as to their Improvement.” 
The lecturer, evidently a farmer, regarded his subject from a 
farmer's point of view, and applied himself to an earnest and 
practical review of the circumstances affecting agricultural associa- 
tions as engines to improve English husbandry. He recognised the 
period of 1836 or 1837 as the time since which the genuine 
agricultural associations (with a few exceptions) have been formed, 
and that ‘‘when the corn laws were abolished, every intelligent 
farmer said that the only chance of successful competition with 
the foreign producer was an improved cultivation of the soil, soas 
to extract from it a larger amount of produce; and hence greater at- 
tention was directed to societies having for their object the promotion 
of agricultural enterprise, the improvement of our breeds of cattle, 
and the general elevation of our agricultural labourers and farm 
servants.” And he laid great stress on agricultural enterprise, a8 
meaning “ the bringing a larger amount of intelligence and capital 
to bear upon the cultivation of the soil.” The best farmer is not 
the man who lays out most money on his land, “ but he who com- 
bines so much mtelligence with his outlay that his capital a 
him a fair remunerative return.” He believes that the Royal 
Agricultural Society and other associations, large and small, have 
occasioned a great and wholesome stimulus on the minds of farmers, 
and have put before them implements and machinery for the 
cheaper and more effective performance of farming operations 
which the events of our time are rendering essential to success. 
Dutton said, ‘‘ If there is one thing more apparent than another m 
the times in which we live, it is this—that oo is becoming scarcer 
and dearer every year, and what with the education of the labour 
ing classes fostering a desire for other employments, the con- 
stantly increasing demand for labour, and the inducements to 
emigrate to our colonies, a very much larger amount of farm 
work must be done by machinery than has been done hitherto; 
or a price will have to be paid for its performance which 
will be inconsistent with profitable cultivation.” Such is the 
present aspect of the agricultural labour question in our manu 
facturing districts, and in a minor degree in nearly all, if not all, 
our agricultural districts. This is far more efficient for the ele- 
vation of our farm working classes, than any system of stimulus by 
prizes, or local trials of rural skill. But it is quite true that the 
rise of wages must seriously affect the farmer who does not 8 
himself of the aid to be derived from enterprise and capital. 

In regard to societies which offer such prizes, Mr Dutton would 
not discontinue them; “ but,” he says, “I freely confess to you 
that I know no locality in which as the result of our premiums I 
could honestly say that very much had been done.........1 am 
less sanguine of good results from agricultural societies in this de- 
partment of their labour than any other; and this arises from 80

Manual labour will gradually become more costly, 
but at the same time it will become more valuable, for a well-paid 
Jabourer, or class of labourers, is ever more useful to the employer, 
if he knows how to direct labour advantageously, than an ill-paid 
labourer or class. 
On the subject of stock shows, Mr Dutton enlarged, and strongly 
against the high condition in which most of the animals 
are exhibited. This is a point which cannot be summarily dealt 
with. And here perhaps the wants of his locality gave a bias to 
his views. The great object of the Cheshire farmer is dairy stock, 
and he admitted that the dairy cows of that county had been 
ly improved of late years, mainly through the use of well-bred 
e Now have not these well-bred bulls become what they are 
h the much deprecated high feeding? And although it has 
been said the character of the cheese has not improved with the 
improvement of the Cheshire cattle, yet “‘ the money value of the 
article in the gross is immensely greater than it was” fifty years 
. The prizes offered in the county for green crops had cer- 
tainly led to an increased cultivation of such crops, and to a con- 
sequent improvement in the condition of the cattle. 

Another advantage claimed by Mr Dutton for agricultural 
societies was, that they “ produced a good feeling between landlord 
and tenant,” and that the meeting of men of different ranks at 
agricultural dinners is beneficial. But he did not look for mere 
compliments or political sporting as the useful result of such meet- 
ings. On the contrary, he looked for a practical gain to agricul- 
ture from the better knowledge landowners and their agents might 
obtain of the feelings and requirements of farmers. Thus, says 
Mr Dutton, “very much has been said and written in con- 
nection with our annual gatherings upon the subject of farm agree- 
ments. On many estates great improvements in the covenants 
have been the result, but still there is great room for improvement ; 
and if we can induce owners of large estates and their agents to mix 
freely with us in our annual gatherings, greater confidence will he 
felt, and more liberal covenants follow.” We apprehend there 
are too many causes, social as well as economical, which will pre- 
vent any very useful personal intercourse between the great body 
of the landowners and the farmers from taking place; but there 
would undoubtedly be much good on both sides if the wants and 
wishes, the difficulties and obstacles, of the farmers could be con- 
stantly or frequently brought under the personal attention of the 
landowners. But this is just what our English landowners most 
carefully avoid. Their land agents mix with the farmers pretty 
regularly at farmers’ clubs and elsewhere, but for the most part 
the agent only acts as a buffer to diminish the direct pressure on 
the landlord of the tenant-farmers. 

The suggestions offered as to the atrangements at the annual 
dinners are very just. The proceedings ought to be made more 
interesting to farmers generally by omitting all the formal and 
irrelevant toasts, such as the Army and Navy, the Bishop and the 
Clergy, the Members for the County, the Volunteers, the Magis- 
trates, the Press, and so forth, which really occupy, at least uselessly, 
the greater part of the time during which the company can be kept 
together, and drive off all really agricultural toasts to a late period 
in the evening when there are few left to discuss them. The agri- 
cultural toasts should come at once, and then useful and practical 
remarks would frequently be made and elicited. 

Without rating the value of agricultural societies nearly so high 
a8 Mr Dutton does, we regard the temper and spirit in which he 
has dealt with them, and the suggestions he has made about them, 
as indicating the steady and practical progress which the best 
of our agriculturists are making.

Nores on Direct CoMMUNICATION BETWEEN IRELAND AND 
France. By P.J.Smyrs. Fowler, Crow street, Dublin. 
Tue object of this pamphlet is the establishment of a direct line ot 
steamers from the ports of either Cork or Waterford, to Havre, 
Bordeaux, or salen Cherbourg. The author attributes the 
apparent absence of commerce between Ireland and France to the 
want of steam communication, which, in his view, operates as a 
prohibition upon Irish external trade. He also contends that 
facilities of intercourse will, as in all other cases, largely develop 
the mutual interchange of the commodities of the two countries, 
and will consequently contribute in an important degree to the 
material welfare of Ireland. The indirect trade with France 
through England is stated to be large, and therefore it-is not pro- 
posed to create a traflic, but simply to divert that which already 
exists into its more legitimate channel. Mr Smyth points out a 
grievance which, strange to say, is not attributable to English mis- 
management. Owing chiefly t> the want of direct communication 
with the Continent, in foreign official journals imports from Ireland 
are lumped under the total of England, whereas Scotland, on_ the |; 
other hand, having a separate trade of her own, appears under @ 
distinct head. ‘ Justice to Ireland” may be obtained in this 
instance, Mr Smyth thinks, through his contemplated line of 
steamers.

TxE author of this work has aimed at giving a popular and 
interesting sketch of a few of the processes of commercial and 
manufacturing industry constantly going on around us. Starting 
with a sketch of a Saakes warehouse, we are taken first to 
cotton factories, then to coal mines, the manufacture of cloth, 
Her Majesty's printers, the Falcon Glass-works, the railway colony 
of Locoville, Spitalfields weaving, and, finally, the office of the 
Daily Telegraph newspaper. The style of the work is that which 
has been made so attractive in Mr Dicken’s “ Household Words,” 
but in some places is a little overdone. Taking it as a whole, 
however, the book is decidedly amusing, and some of the articles 
are written with much spirit, especially those on Mr Apsley 
Pellatt’s glass factory and the colony of Locoville. The con- 
cluding notice will excite surprise more than any other feeling, 
the writer appearing to have been completely overawed by the 
successful progress of the penny press.

Tus is rather a large volume on a small subject. Shakespeare’s 


** Fairy Isles” make more show upon our table than the whole 
of the Canadas. Yet, at a time when each of our colonies is 
putting forth its claims to the notice and patronage of emigrants 
from the mother country, there is no reason why the Bermudas 
should not be represented ; nor should we feel disposed to quarrel 
with the size of Dr Godet's book, if he had sufficient genuine ma- 
terials to fill it with. When, however, we find its Pages fully half- 
occupied with instructions to us, or the people of Bermuda, we 
know not which, how to plant cabbages and beans ; with long lists 
of the scientific names of shells, insects, and corals, some of which 
are to be found in the Bermudas; with painfully minute descrip- 
tions of the symptoms and progress of diseases not peculiar to, not 
indeed especially virulent in, those islands ; or with the remarkably 
fresh and interesting theme of the metamorphosis of caterpillars; |; 


we are forced to conclude that he has not found enough to fill his || 


volume without having recourse to some favourite hobbies in the 
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way of medicine and natural history, which, however innocent or 
laudable in themselves, he was not called upon to inflict upon his 
readers. His book, as it is, would have gained by losing, if he had 
reduced it to half its bulk. Yet we cannot but think that he might 
have filled its present space with many things worthy of attention. 
For instanee, he professes in his preface that his “ views of the 
character and genius of the coloured inhabitants differ very essen- 
tially from the representations that have lately been given ina 
variety of lieations.” From this we might hope for some new 
and perhaps valuable light upon the future prospects of a race on 
which the permanent welfare of the West India Islands must in a 
measure depend ; yet nothing can be more bald and unsatis- 
factory than the information on this point contained in Dr Godet’s 
book. It is the same with regard to the advantages of Bermuda 
as a place of emigraticn. No intending emigrant could draw any 
reliable conclusions from it beyond the facts, already pretty well 
known, of the fertility and general salubrity of the islands ; except, 
indeed, that the people are backward in agriculture, and much 
given to political and party strife. Absolutely nothing is told us 
of the value and tenure of land ; the price of labour and of living ; 
the respective advantages of different situations, &c. In fact, we 
cannot think Dr Godet’s “Bermuda” is intended so much to 
enlighten the English public with respect to that colony, as to 
inducethe Home and Colonial Government to institute certain reforms 
which in his opinion are necessary for its welfare, but which he 
despairs of seeing accomplished by his refractory countrymen 
themselves. We will briefly mention what these are. 

The first reform asked for may be lightly passed over here, being 
the better regulation of the medical profession, which at present 
swarms with pretenders from American colleges. The next isa 
larger matter, and one of more serious importance. That the free 
and popular form of government which the English people take with 
them into colonial life is not so conducive to political quiet and social 
unanimity as the more coercive system, the “‘ hand of iron in a 
velvet glove” of despotic nations, may be readily granted; and 
the evils of party strife and political rancour of course are greatly 
aggravated by the diminution of the area within which they are 
generated. If the state of public warfare between opposite parties 
in the settlements of Australia is such as is at present unknown 
in England, it is easy to coneeive that in a set of tiny islands like 
the Bermudas it wears no very amiable aspect; and that “it is 
utterly impossible for any one unacquainted with Bermuda to form 
an idea of the length to which party spirit is carried. It enters 
into the most private relations of life.” Disagreeable as this 
undoubtedly is, and often obstructive of useful legislation, we can 
hardly agree with Dr Godet in laying to the charge of too free 
institutions the want of progress in the Bermudas. The examples 
of Australia or of the newer States of America, whose growth is

On the 
subject of the rate of discount, and on the arrangement with the 
Bank of England, the report makes these observations :—‘* When on 
the 12th of November we raised the discount from 3} to 44 per 
cent., it was more than probable that a more decisive increase 
would soon be indispensable. Fifty days after, hesitation on the 

oint was no longer permitted. On the 2d of January, 1851, the 

irectors decided on a new increase of 1 per cent., and on the 
8th of another of 14, making 34 in five days. The energy of these 
measures has no need to be justified, when in all the markets of 
Europe, and particularly in the most important, that of London, 
the price of money had risen. To have maintained the rate un- 
changed would have led to the immediate exportation of our 
specie. It was for such cases that the watchful and intelligent 
latitude given by the public powers to the Bank should be 
exercised : its effect is never doubtful, and it was not delayed on 
this occasion. We could not aid our metallic situation otherwise 
than by negotiating an exchange with the Bank of England. The 
silver which we sent to London has been replaced by gold, the 
presence and the distribution of which in discounts, or in the pay- 
ment of our notes, enabled us not to employ a portion of our reserve 
in silver without obtaining the premium which that metal at present 
bears. In reflecting on the perfect accord of the measures which 
we combined with the Bank of England, and on the direct and 
safe action which they enabled us to-exercise, we cannot do otherwise 
than congratulate ourselves on having been able so cordially to 
concert them.” The report adds :—‘ A similar negotiation was 
entered into with the Bank of St Petersburg, but it has-en- 
countered difficulties which now render the success of it pro- 
blematical. Moreover, the amelioration which has’ taken place in 
our metallic reserve renders the realisation of this operation of 
only secondary interest.” Let me remind you that the day on 
which this language was used was the 31st January. 


The treaty of commerce with England and the financial situation 
of France have been made the subject of discussion in the Legisla- 
tive Body. M. Auguste Chevalier, brother of the great economist, 
in order to soothe the disquietude of the manufacturing interests, 
laboured to show that the treaty will be far more advantageous’ to 
France than to England, and that it has thus far not produced 
any increase in imports, and that as regards flax and cotton fabries 
it will be null. As this speech was delivered for a political object, 
we need not stop to question its assertions, which assuredly are 
open to contradiction. M. Randouing, M. Brame, and M. Pouyer- 
Quertier insisted that the stipulation in the treaty that flax and 
hemp yarns and fabries shall be admitted under the new tariff 
“not later than the Ist June,” and ‘all other articles” (in this 
phrase cotton yarn and fabrics are included) “ not later than the 
1st October,”’ ought to be interpreted to mean “not sooner” than 
these dates. The latter named gentleman, who is great among 
the Prohibitionist fraternity, delivered in support of his view a 
long speech, in which he drew a lamentable picture of the dis- 
tressed state in which French manufacturers have been ever since 
the English treaty was on the ¢apis, and he affirmed that they 
would be still more distressed if the said dates were to be antici- 
pated, inasmuch as England has vast quantities of goods ready for 
the “inundation” of France, and that she will be able to sell 
them all the cheaper from the fact that the crisis in the United 
States and the famine in India will diminish, if not close alto- 
gether, her markets in those countries. M. Baroche, one of the 
“sneaking ministers,” declined atfirstin the name of the Government 
to take an engagement not to anticipate the dates, observing very 
justly that circumstances may arise which may render anticipation 
desirable in the interest of manufacturers themselves ; but eventually 
he made a promise that if earlier dates should hereafter be thought 
necessary, the Government would not fix them of its own au- 
thority by decree, but would demand a law from the Legislative 
Body. ‘Yhis is tantamount to a promise that the dates for the 
operation of the new tariff shall certainly not be sooner than the 
1st June and the Ist October; for the great majority of the Legis- 
lative Body is bitterly opposed to commercial reform, and would 
never on any account have consented to the changes in the French 
Customs system which the Emperor has effected by the treaty 
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with England. In the course of the discussion, shipowners brought 
forward their grievances, which have been already set forth in the 
Economist, and which are to the effect that they are by law sub- 
jected to vexatious and expensive regulations from which Eng- 
lish merchant shipowners are exempt,—that they pay in England 
local dues on their vessels, the like of which are not imposed on 
English vessels in France, &c., &c. But beyond a general assur- 
ance that the Government takes interest in French shipping, and 
that a bill calculated to enable it to support competition with 
foreigners is about to be presented to the Chamber, these gentle- 
men obtained nothing. Manufacturers, however, were told that, 
although the Government has effected large reductions in the 
duties on raw materials, it is ready to listen to any complaints that 
may be made of those retained, and that it is now contemplating 
the abolition of the duty on salt used in manufactures, a measure 
which will cost the Treasury between 5,000,000f and 6,000,000f. 

The discussion on the financial situation was very long, but it 
added little to what is known, and did but little honour to the 
Chamber. It showed in what an alarming manner the budgets 
have increased under the Imperial regime (352,000,000f in the 
eight years from 1852 to 1859), and the enormous figure at which 
| that for next year has been put down (1,929,000,000f, including 

what are called the expenses d’ordre). It showed that the drawing 
up of budgets is a somewhat farcical operation in this country, 
inasmuch as by “ supplementary and extraordinary credits,” which 
the Government takes as it pleases, they are strangely modi- 
fied. From 1852 to 1859, for example, the “ supplementary 
credits ” alone which the Government awarded itself amounted to 
the gigantic sum of nearly 2,000,000,000f. It showed that the 
budgets have for years past been virtually in a deficit, and it led 
to the admission from the ex-Minister of Finance himself, M. 
Magne, that the deficit of last year will be 100,000,000f. It 
showed that the famous declaration in the Emperor's speech that 
the budget of 1862 will be presented in equilibrium, ‘“ without 
any increase of taxes or any recourse being had to credit,” is 
gravely erroneous, inasmuch as the duty on alcohols and the 
selling price of tobacco are largely increased, and the second decime 
on certain taxes is maintained, the obligations entered into with 
the railway companies are postponed, or are to be executed by 
what is virtually a loan, &c. It showed that up to 1860 the 
accumulated deficits, or as they are called here decouverts or 
arrears, amount to the huge figure of 985,000,000f, and that they 
can only be reduced by 231,000,000f, so that 654,000,000f remain. 
Lastly, it showed how enormously the public debt has increased under 
Imperialism, and how largely the deficit of the present year is likely to 
to be.* I have said that the debate did little honour to the Chamber, 
and these are the reasons for that assertion :—Several members ear- 
nestly pressed the Chamber, in order that it may exercise some- 
thing like control over the public money, to insist on vcting the 
estimates not by ministries, but by chapters or divisions, and to 
prevent the Government from transferring to one purpose grants 
made to another ; but by a large majority the Chamber would not 
consent to make such a reasonable requirement, contenting itself 
with promising that it should be taken into consideration. In the 
second place, the address drawn up by some very servile personages 
assures the Emperor that the “ resources of France are inexhausti- 
ble,” and though several deputies pointed out that such a phrase is 
absurd and inexact and constituted a sort of invitation to the 
Government to squander money more recklessly than it has yet 
done, the Chamber maintained the words. Lastly, it listened with 

jence to a foolish argument to the effect that the Emperor was 
Justified in saying that ‘tno increase of taxes” will be made next } 
year, inasmuch as the increase has already been carried into effect, 
and will, therefore, not be new. 

According to the Avenir Commercial, a good authority, the duty 
on French wines to be imported into Belgium under the treaty 
now being negociated is to be 27f 50c the hectolitre (rather more 
than 22 gallons) from the Ist July next year.

tion and for Bombay at fancy prices, Linseed—Stocks remain much 
reduced, and with the exception of a few purchases for America, the 
demand has been extremely limited during the fortnight; in fact prices 
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are hardly sustained, and if the present inactivity continues they must 
decline. We have no available tonnage for seeds, and for a considerable 
time to come shipments will be small and inconsiderable.

Southern Markets by Telegraph.—Business at the South has been 
on a moderate scale this week, and rather lower rates have been 
accepted at the Gulf ports. The medium and upper grades with 
staple have been affected least, owing to their scarcity, and the 
fine qualities are as dear as at any time this season, At New 
Orleans the sales have amounted to 59,000 bales for the week, and 
middling at the close is worth 114c, while mixed lists are relatively 
lower. At Mobile only 10,000 bales have been sold, and prices have 
receded jc, middling being quoted 103c. The Charleston market 
has been rather more active, owing to an increase of tonnage, and 
prices have been maintained, while at Savannah there is little 
change to note. Freights are a shade easier in British ships at New 
Orleans, but higher at Mobile. Sterling exchange has further 
aenent, being now quoted 3 to 4 per cent. premium at New 
Orleans and Mobile. 

Receipts.—The receipts by mail dates this week amount to 
122,000 bales, against 129,000 in the same week last year, and 
79,000 the year before. ‘The total receipts at the seaboard is now 
2,915,000 bales, and the deficiency is 654,000 bales compared with 
last year, and 29,000 compared with 1858-9. ‘The receipts at 
Memphis (not yet included in our tables) reach about,118,000 bales, 
against 78,000 last year. By telegraph the deliveries at New 
Orleans show a considerable falling off this week, being 50,000 
bales against 79,000 last year. Exports.—The exports for some 
time past have been on a par with the receipts, and this week the 
clearances amount to 155,000 bales to all ports. The usual pro- 
portion of this is taken by Great Britain—111,000 bales—and the 
total thither now reaches 1,409,000 bales, against 1,539,000 last 
year—a deficiency of 130,000 bales. ‘To France the total amounts 
to 376,000 bales, against, 418,000 last year, being a deficiency of 
42,000 bales; and to other foreign markets the total is 210,000 
bales, against 250,000 last year. The home trade have taken 
389,000 bales from the seaboard markets, and most of the excess 
overland from Memphis (40,000 bales), showing an increase over 
last year’s purchases to this date of about 50,000 bales——From 
Messrs Neill Bros. and Co.'s Circular, forwarded by Mr Olleren- 
shaw, of Manchester.

| In the corresponding week of 1851 the Ecclesiastical 

| Titles Bill was being actively debated in the House of Com- 

; mons. On the Continent the reactionary policy of Austria 
and other Governments was being steadily carried out, 

| although in Saxony the Liberals were believed to have 

| gained a slight advantage. The export of silver to the East 
was attracting attention, but exercised little effect on the 

| money market, the Bank rate of discount remaining at 3 per 
cent. only. 

In 1858, money was easy, and the rate of discount in 
| Lombard street had fallen to 24 per cent. Subscriptions 
| had just been invited for the first issue of 5,000,000 of 

Indian 4 per Cent. Debentures having five years to run. 

In 1859, a loan for 7,000,000/ for India was under dis- 
cussion in Parliament, and the Premier, Lord Derby, had 
| announced that 3,000,0002 more would be wanted. The 
apprehension of war in Italy had been somewhat allayed by 
the announcement that Russia had proposed a Congress of 
| the European Powers, and that the suggestion had been 
acquiesced in by France, Austria, England, and Prussia.

The preliminary announcement of a new Russian loan of 
12,000,0002 had been made. 

In 1860, the Reform Bill was the subject of long discus. 
sion in Parliament. Later news had arrived from Calcutta 
respecting the financial proposals of Mr Wilson, which in 
India were receiving general approval. 
loan of 200,000,000 florins had been announced. The 
London bankers had just resolved on closing at 3 o'clock on 
Saturdays, but the arrangement was not to come into force 
until the 19th of May. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed, in 1851, a deticiency of 
3,930,546/; in 1858, a deficiency of 1,231,123/; in 1859, 
a deficiency of 3,396,755/; and in 1860, a deficiency of 
9,642,9132. In 1861, the deficiency is 8,255,045/. 

Discount AND Money Marxet.—Yesterday the Bank 
of England reduced their rate of discount from 8 per cent., 
at which it was fixed on the 14th of last month, to 7 per 
cent. 


The Bank of France have also lowered their rate from 6 


per cent to 5. 

The step adopted by the Bank of England was fully anti- 
cipated in the early part of the week, and consequently 
exercised no effect on the Stock Exchange. It had been 
seen that the demand for money was diminishing, and that, 
contrary to what had been previously expected, the ship- 
ments of gold to America had almost ceased for the present, 
The position of the Bank was also believed to be stronger, 
notwithstanding a partial falling off in the remittances of 
bullion from the Continent, which had latterly been on so 
large a seale. In the general discount market the rate was 


} still kept at 7} per cent., but these terms were demanded 


less from the scarcity of money than the uncertainty of the 
future course of business. After the announcement of the 
reduction in the Bank rate yesterday, the inquiry for money 
was rather active, many persons having waited to take ad- 
vantage of the lower charge, but occasional transactions 
took place below 7 per cent. ‘lo-day the demand has rather 
increased, as generally happens on a Friday, and 7 per cent. 
was required in all cases. 

At this period of the year, when large sums are being 
absorbed for the quarterly revenue payments, the absence 
of pressure in the money market is remarkable. It is, 
however probably due to the unfavourable feature of a 
general contraction of trade. 

On the Stock Exchange money was comparatively easy in 
the early part of the week, loans being offered at 5+ per 
cent. for a few days, and 64 for longer periods. Both 
yesterday and this afternoon, however, owing to some large 
sales of Exchequer bills, there has been more pressure, and 
high rates have been paid. 


The discount houses and joint stock banks have made 
no alteration in their allowance on deposits. At the former 
the interest is 5 per cent. for money at call, and 5} per 
cent. with seven days’ notice. ‘The joint stock banks give 
an uniform rate of 5 per cent., except the London and 
Westminster, which allows 4 only on sums below 500/. 

The Bank of St Petersburg have fixed their rate at 6 
per cent. both for six months’ and three months’ bills.

Bution.—Annexed is the weekly circular of Messrs 
Haggard and Co., giving an account of the movements in 
bullion to last evening :— 

Since the date of our last, few alterations have taken place in 
the bullion market, trough the tendency is still towards flatness ; 
and a further decline of 4d is expected in the bar silver brought 
by the La Plata. The imports are small, and comprise’ 255,000é 
by the La Plata, from the West Indies, of which 237,000/ is 
silver, and 18,0002 gold ; and some moderate amounts of gold and 
silver from the Continent. The exports comprise 83,8457 by the 
Africa, 2,4002 by the Kangaroo, and 10,000 (bar silver) by the 
Borussia, to New York ; and 124,189! by the Massilia, to India 
and China, of which 105,600/ is silver, and 18,500/ gold. 
Gold still continues to be taken in considerable quantities to the 
Bank of England. The total purchased by that establishment 
during the past week amounts to 136,000/, while none has 
been withdrawn for exportation. The silver market is extremely 
depressed, and there is little demand for the Bombay mail of the 
27th. There is no inquiry at all for Mexican dollars, and the 

rice remains nominally the same. The following gold ships are 
taetit to be at sea:—Monarch, with 90,7481; Result, with 
118,0007; Calliance, with 128,0007; Lightning, with 116,000/; 
and Southampton, with 87,0000.

Pusiic Companies.—A special meeting of the Com- 
mercial Bank was held on Tuesday, and excited great 

interest, a numerous body of proprietors being present. The 
chair was occupied by Mr Mark Hunter, who read the 
following report, which he stated to represent the collective 
sentiments of the Board :— 

It is unnecessary to detain you by any lengthened expression of 
the extreme regret which your Directors feel for the disaster which 
has forced them to call you together, and for the report to which 
they now wish to cail your attention. 

REPORT. 

Information having been received at a late hour on the evening 
of Friday, 15th February, that the bank had been robbed by a 
ledger-keeper at Henrietta street (named Durdin), to the amount 
of 67,0001, steps were at once taken to summon all the Directors 
in or near London for the following morning. At this meeting, 
after consultation with the Solicitor and Manager of the bank, it 
was determined that, as the first duty of the Directors was to pro- 
tect their customers against the run which was inevitable, it was 
desirable to seek assistance in some shape from one of the joint 
stock banks. The London and Westminster being the largest 
bank, negotiations were at once opened with that establishment, 
and they engaged to advance any sum, not exceeding a million, 
which might be required to meet your liabilities; your Directors 
undertaking, as far as lay in their power, to influence their cus- 
tomers to transfer their accounts to the London and Westminster 





Bank. ‘The details of this arrangement, which you are now asked 
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to confirm, will be read at the conclusion of this report. The 
arrangement was confirmed by a Board especially summoned for 
the purpose at 8 o'clock in the morning, on Monday the 18th ult. 

In adopting the course they did, the Directors were influenced 
by the following considerations:—Three courses were open to 
them :—to close the doors of the bank—to stand a run which was 
certain—or to make some such arrangement as is now submitted 
to you. ‘To close the bank’s doors would have been an unneces- 
sary and unjustifiable cruelty to its customers, and would have 
exposed the commercial world to a panic, the extent of which, at 
the present moment, it is impossible to measure. To the share- 
holders the result would have been a winding-up under bank- 
ruptey, with its attendant vexation and expense. This course, 
therefore, was discarded at once. The bank was in a position to 
risk the second course, and stand any run which could be reason- 
ably anticipated; but with money at 8 per cent. as the minimum 
rate, and an inevitable sacrifice on securities not instantly con- 
vertible, the price of fighting the battle must have most seriously 
affected the property of the shareholders. 

The Directors believed, looking to the result of the run on them 
in 1856, when the deposits were reduced from 1,500,000/ to 
800,000/, a reduction from which they had not, up to the present 
time, recovered to any appreciable extent, that a second run 
| would leave them at its termination no business worth preserving. 
The winding-up of the bank must have followed, and that would, 
practically, have placed you in the same position in which you now 
stand ; but with this material difference, that you would then have 
paid a heavy price for that which now costs you nothing. 

It may be said, that the bank, forced, for these reasons, into an 
arrangement of some kind, might have made a better one. Your 
| Directors think otherwise. With a week—with forty-eight hours 
| before them—they might possibly have done it; but Monday would 
have found the bank with a run upon it; and the London and 
Westminster positively refused to deal with us in any shape after 
a run had once commenced. There can be little doubt that other 
banks, influenced by the same considerations, would have followed 
the same course. Be that as it may, the want of time, the neces- 
sity for secrecy, so long as secrecy was possible, prevented nego- 
tigations with other establishments. 

The present arrangement, by which the great majority of your 
customers have transferred their accounts to the London and 
Westminster Bank, may be looked on as the price paid to that 
Company for having saved you from the anxiety and loss of a run. 
Doubtless it is a most painful price to pay; it was not agreed to 
until other proposals had been made and rejected; but if your 
Directors are right in their belief that remunerative business was 
at an end, this price becomes nothing, as your accounts would 
have left you of themselves, as they did in 1856. ‘Lhe profits, if 
any, of the small business which might have been left to you (look- 
| ing at the necessity of recreating a reserve fund), would have 

afforded little or no dividend for a series of years, during which 
your shares must have remained at a nominal price. 

As it is intended to ask you to appoint some of your own body 
to advise and co-operate with the Directors in the present position 
of the bank’s affairs, it has not been thought necessary, nor was it 
possible within the time, to give you more than an approximate 
statement of the liabilities and assets on the evening of last Satur- 
day, the 16th inst. The figures, however, are given, which show 
| the state of the accounts on the day of the transfer of the business 
and at the present time. 

Whilst, on the one hand, the Directors would regret to state 
anything calculated to create an unfavourable impression of the 
value of the shareholders’ property, they must (having regard to 
the notorious uncertainty attending the realisation of assets under 
the circumstances in which the bank is now placed) guard them- 
selves against making any statement that may create expectations 
| which the result may not realise :—they confine themselves to the 
| expression of their hope that the shareholders’ capital will be re- 
| turned to them in full. 
| By legal advice, the formal agreement with the London 
| and Westminster Bank was also read. Mr Jay, of the firm 
| of Quilter, Ball, Jay, and Co., accountants, who had been 
called upon to investigate the books, has not had time to 
prepare a detailed report, his examination having been pro- 
tracted by the lengthened period during which the late 
frauds have been carried on, and the necessity of separating 
a number of false entries from real. It appears, however, 
that the loss through these defalcations. cannot exceed 
66,992/, while no other irregularity has been discovered. 
| The winding-up of the affairs of the bank has proceeded 
| thus far with success, the liabilities on balances due to 
| customers which on the 15th February were 1,052,563/, 

having been reduced last Saturday to 239,404/, exclusive 
however of 233,278/ advanced under their agreement by the 
| London and Westminster Bank. Against this there are 
| assets and cash in hand of 780,690/. The whole of the 
| Pemaining liabilities will be cleared off in about two months. 
| A long discussion took place, but the general feeling was 
evidently favourable to the Board, who were considered to 
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have acted in the best manner to protect the interests of 
all concerned, and to have saved the proprietors much 
loss, trouble, and anxiety. It was also ho 

the London and Westminster ~would*deal liberally with 
the shareholders of the Commercial, and in return {op 
the advantages received pay them their dividend for the 
current half-year. A series of questions on some 
transactions of the bank were put by a shareholder, ang 
from the Chairman’s answers it appeared that the Rolt suit 
is still unsettled, but is expected to be decided in favour of the 
bank. The dispute with the Acadian Charcoal Iron Com y 
has been arranged on the bank’s own terms. Some Wear 
minster Improvement bonds are still held, but they are con. 
sidered of no value, and a mortgage has been taken instead, 
Dordin many years ago gave security for 1,000/, and his 
sureties are still alive, but it is not known whether they are 
in a position to pay. The Directors of the Commercial wil] 
receive no special remuneration whatever in the transfer of 
their business to the London and Westminster. About 
5,000/ is expected to be recovered from Durdin’s property, 
No consideration is stipulated for the goodwill. With 
reference to the non-discovery of the frauds for so long a 
time, it was stated that the Directors were accustomed jn 
their usual examinations at Henrietta street to see that no 
improper bills were discounted, and that the cash and 
securities standing in the books were actually in existence, | 
The duty of ascertaining that the books were properly kept 
rested with the manager of the branch. The discussion 
then turned upon the possibility of obtaining better terms 
in arranging the transfer of their business, but it was pointed 
out that there was no time to open negotiations. The fact 
of the bank having been defrauded to a Jarge extent had 
already oozed out, and had magnified by report, and a run 
at any moment might have commenced when it would have 
been impossible to obtain assistance anywhere, A final 
resolution was then carried, approving the transfer of the 
business to the London and Westminster. The Directors 
had proposed a committee of co-operation, but the share- 
holders, having full confidence in the Board, decided that it 
was unnecessary. Special votes of thanks to the Directors 
and Manager were carried by acclamation. 

A meeting of the Bank of Australasia has also taken place 
this week, when a dividend and bonus were declared at the} 
rate together of 10 per cent. per annum. ‘The general 
business and position of the establishment were stated to be 
satisfactory, with the exception of the profits realised, which | 
have been diminished in the past year by the objectionable 
system of allowing interest on current balances and deposits. 
As much as 63,000/ was paid on this account in the twelve || 
months ending Oct. 15th, 1860, being exactly equal toa7 
per cent. dividend. Fromjthe commencement the Directors 
have been greatly averse to the practice, and opposed its 
introduction by all the means in their power, and after its 
adoption have strennously endeavoured to obtain its discon- | 
tinuance or modification. It is satisfactory that by joint 
agreement the banks in Australia abandoned the system last 
autumn, and the change has already proved advantageous. | 
Arrangements have been effected for materially reducing oa 
present high expenditure. During the late depression im 
trade in the colony, the bank have experienced only trifling 
losses. With regard to Australia generally, it was mentioned 
that all classes excepting the mercantile are prosperous, and 
that the more recent colonies are making surprising progress: | 
In Queensland especially, attention is being seriously directed | 
to the cultivation of cotton. The following is an abstract of

| At the annual meeting of the Commercial Bank of Liver- 
l, on Saturday, the profits for the year were stated to be

The annual meeting of the Canada Company was held

America ; but the latest advices report a revival of activity. 
|| It is, however, considered probable that the crisis in the

| mentioned that a large body of Germans now settled in the

Spanish Amertcan Bonps.—The holders of New Gra- 
nadian bonds have ratified the agreement with slight modifi- 
cations concluded between the Committee and the Govern- 
ment of that republic for the arrangement of the foreign 
debt. The terms proposed were the capitalisation of the 
arrears of interest into bonds bearing 2 per cent. interest 
until December, 1866, and 3 per cent. afterwards; the ap- 
Propriation of 25 per cent., to be subsequently increased to 
374, of the import duties of the Confederation for interest 
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and redemption of the debt, with a guaranteed minimum of 
40,000/ in the former case, and 60,000/ in the latter, and an 
assignment of a portion of the waste land. The sum de- 
rived from the import duties is to be applied, one-tenth to 
the sinking fund, then towards the payment on the capitalised 
interest, and the remainder to be distributed as dividend pro- 
portionally between the Active and Deferred Debt. In the 
event of the funds for the latter exceeding 3 and 14 per cent. 
respectively, the surplus is to be devoted to the redemption 
fund, which will also be increased by a moiety of the profit 
realised by New Granada froni the Panama Railway. 
Authority was given to deduct 2} per cent. of the bonds 
issued for the arrears of interest, to provide for the expenses 
of the Committee and their remuneration. A Committee was 
also nominated to consider the best mode of utilising the 
lands assigned to the bondholders by the Granadian Govern- 
ment. 

It appears that a remittance of 5,0007 has recently been 
transmitted here on account of Equador bonds, and the 
fact not having been made known has created much dis- 
satisfaction.

The creditors of Mr G. P. Zolas, Greek merchant, also of 
Manchester, have held a meeting, and agreed to accept pay- 
ment in full, in instalments extending over fifteen months, 
with 5 per cent. interest. The liabilities in this country and 
at Constantinople were reckoned at 32,078/, with assets 
valued at 58,0011. 

The creditors of Messrs E. Benyon and Co., flax spinners, 
of Leeds, have agreed to accept an offer by the family of 
10,0002, in addition to the assets of 17,071/, which will ad- 
mit of a dividend of 10s in the pound on the liabilities of 
52,2654. The estate is to be liquidated under inspection. 

The suspension was announced to-day of Mr Henry 
Lemare, of the Stock Exchange, with liabilities variously 
estimated from 12,5007 to 18,0002 It = said that there 
are discreditable features in the case. 

MiscEetLaneous.—At Lloyd’s, the underwriters have not 
yet altered their premiums for outward risks to the Northern 
American ports; but for homeward risks from the Southern 
ports the policies are generally done “ free from capture, 
hostilities, and popular commotion.” In some cases an 
additional premium of 30s has been paid to cover this con-

There was a very poor show of English wheat at Mark lane to- 
day, and most kinds were taken off steadily at Monday's improve- 
ment in the quotations to, in some instances, a further advance of | 
1s per quarter. Foreign wheat moved off freely, at full prices. In 
the value of spring corn very little change took place. Flour, both 
English and foreign, commanded extreme rates. This week's | 
imports from abroad are 6,150 quarters of wheat, 1,670 barley, 
7,280 oats, 300 sacks and 6,900 barrels of flour. 

At Liverpool, this morning, produce, generally, sold at Tues 
day’s quotations. 

Advices from Alexandria to the 6th inst. state that grain was in 
request at full prices, viz. :—Wheat, 34s to 35s 6d; beans, 27s to 
30s 6d; maize, 26s to 26s 6d; barley, 21s to 22s; lentils, 26s to 
27s per quarter. 

The latest American advices, received on Monday, caused great 
excitement in the Liverpool cotton market, which has continued 
throughout the week with an advance of 3d per lb in some 
American descriptions, and 4d to }d in others.

Mancuester, March 21.—Since this day week a large business 
has been done in this market.

Braprorp.—The lowering of the Bank rate of discount has im- 
parted a little confidence to our wool market, and there is rathermore | 
dispositionto buy. It is very generally stated that wool is rather 
stifler in price, and that bright-haired sorts, especially, cannot be 
bought so favourably by 5s to 10s a pack as a fortnight ago.
